Newcomers to Gay San Francisco, take 
heart! Til now you've had no one to help you 
adjust to life in the Gay Mecca. But you don't 
have to wallow around in confusion any- 
more. Below is a guide, stripped of all illu- 
sions, on how to be a big success on Castro 
and Folsom Streets. Even a lot of you oldti- 
mers will agree—this guide tells it like it is. 

The first rule is—get butch. Notice | said 
butch, not just masculine.

Much more than an outdoors club. 
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Last year — 1981 — was formally the Year 
of the Cock, but there wasn't much crowing 
done about it inasmuch as the more prurient 
press, Occidentally on purpose, insisted on 
referring to it as Year of the Chicken. 

Welcome to 1982, the Year of the Dog! 

If anything is going to pull us out of this 
depressing Depression, according to this 
most ancient calendar, it will be the business 
acumen and industrial know-how of the Dog- 
Year people, starting with the 11-year olds. If 
you are turning 23, 35, 47, 59, 71, 83 or 95 years 
old this year, we are counting on you to pull us 
through.

Clones like the artifical look, the kind of 
overdeveloped muscles that can only be got- 
ten from tortuous workouts, like the pictures 
of body-builder types found between 
bubble-gum ads on the back pages of comic 
books. This comic-book look can be yours, 
too, if you work out at any of San Francisco's 
200 disco-playing body factories. Most now 
have specially designed high-stress, 
muscle-wracking machines, the kind origi- 
nally invented by scientists in Germany dur- 
ing the 1930s to deal with political dissidents. 
Guaranteed to deliver the maximum amount 
of muscle for the least investment of 
intelligence. 

With your new hairdo, drag, and comic- 
book body, all that remains to be truly butch 
is to know how to give attitude. To begin 
with, never smile. Toclones, smiling is a fem-

Attitude is also given by the way you carry 
your body. Stick your ass out, walk with slow 
stiff-jointed movments, and frown a lot, like 
you have a bad case of constipation. If 
anyone talks to you, respond in short, mono- 
syllabic grunts and have a blank look in your 
eyes. For best effect, wear sun glasses, espe- 
Clally when it’s cloudy out. When ina bar, it’s 
very important to be as expressionless as 
possible. If you have trouble with this part, 
have five or six drinks and keep repeating to 
yourself, “I'm dead inside, I'm dead inside.”

A good place to start is with police fanta- 
sies. For decades, police have spied on, 
raided, handcuffed, beaten, and killed innu- 
merable Gay men. So what could be more 
natural than to get turned on by handcuffs, 
clubs, leather gloves, and cop uniforms? 

Fortunately, there now exists several clubs 
and bars, especially in the Folsom area, 
where you can go and get humiliated by 
other clones wearing imitiation cop uni- 
forms. At first, some of you political types 
may have trouble with this scene because of

Open Letter to the Community: 

Labyris Auto Repair has been involvedina 
labor dispute since Feb. 8, 1982 when the 
workers were locked out by the employers 
for refusing to sign new job descriptions 
opposed by 100% of the workers. Since then, 
we have. been “unconditionally reinstated” 
and laid off. The two mechanics who were 
called back to work lasted a week and a half, 
putting up with excessive personal harass- 
ment, along with being forced to comply with 
new policies implemented by the owners 
after they promised unconditional reinstate- 
ment to working conditions prior ot locking 
us us. The last straw for the two workers was 
when the sick daughter of one of the workers 
called to speak to her mother and was hung 
up on by one of the owners. The child called 
back and the owner still refused to let her 
speak with her mother. 

The Labyris Employees Association, 
appalled at the lack of good faith shown by 
the owners, is hereby on strike until the fol- 
lowing issues have been resolved: 

1. Recognition of the Labyris Employees 
Association as a collective bargaining 
unit 

2. Negotiation & signing of a contract 
between the owners of Labyris and the 
L.E.A. 

3. Negotiation and/or arbitration of grie- 
vances concerning an employee 
unjustly fired during this labor dispute

of Labyris are refusing to negotiate a con- 
tract that will benefit everyone, and they are 
employing SCAB WORKERS from. the 
women's community in the hope that the 
L.E.A. will disband due to individual eco- 
nomic needs.

An Insiders Commentary

L/GFDC's membership decided not to bea 
co-producer and recipient of the REDS party 
benefit (primarily a creation of the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence) because the location 
of the party is not wheelchair accessible. 
This decision was reached only after the 
issue was raised by a disabled lesbian. 


L/GFDC’'s decision has produced rumors,’ 


criticisms and even a parade dissident who 
had declared not to be an active participant 
because of the decision. 

A few alarmists left the March 14th general 
membership meeting at which the decision 
was made with the belief that L/GFDC had 
voted not to accept any benefits from non- 
wheelchair accessible places and began 
relating this untruth to the community at 
large. The rumor, in addition to being a lie, 
implied gross irresponsibility by the general 
membership who voted against the REDS 
party. 

A perhaps just criticism of the Parade 
Committee was that negotiations and plan- 
ning with the Sisters had been in effect for 
approximately a month with a more than 
favorable response from Parade Committee 
members “in the know” before the tables 
were turned. The question of accessibility 
was raised as a point of information but not 
pursued. 

Although L/GFDC’s bylaws say that “all 
regular and special meetings of the member- 
ship shall be held in a place which is physi- 
cally accessible...”, there are no offical 
policies or bylaw mandates regarding wheel- 
chair accessibility at other Parade Commit- 
tee produced functions. In response to the 
concerns of the general membership the

After-Care 
Program 


A special “after-care” program sensitive to 
the unique needs of gay alcoholics has been 
established by Starting Point at St. Mary's 
Hospital & Medical Center in San Francisco, 
according to referral contact Dan Cassidy of 
the Out-Patient Department. The program is 
being conducted weekly on Thursday even- 
ings from 6:30 until 8 p.m. 

According to Cassidy, the “strike rate of 
alcoholism in the gay community is every bit 
as menacing as in the non-gay community, 
but many of the problems associated with it 


require specialized counseling and ~° 


consideration. 

“It is to the gay person that has already 
completed Starting Point’s multi-phasic 
treatment for chemical dependency that the 
after-care program is directed,” Cassidy 
states. 


Starting Point deals with problems of the, 


disease of alcoholism through a thoroughly 
tested and proven program of early interven- 
tion and treatment. The program utilizes 
group and/or individual therapy, lectures, 
films, tapes, orientations, study groups and 
therapeutic assignments.

steering Committee and officers will bring a 
policy recommendation on the issue of 
wheelchair accessible benefits back to the 
membership at the April 11th meeting. The 
Committee, in developing a policy on acces- 
sibility for benefits it produces or co- 
produces, is applaudable for attempting to 
demonstrate sensitivity to the disabled com- 
munity. There is affirmative recognition of 
disabled lesbians and gay men in the bylaws, 
and the committee is now taking steps to 
round out this recognition. 

The enthusiam by various Parade Com- 
mittee members for the REDS party benefit 
was based on the prospect of a successful 
party and thus a substantial money return. 
Various reports of the Committee's financial 
situation have been floating about in the 
community. The concerns, although valid, 
are usually expressed in ways that generate 
and foster negative attitudes about the 
Parade Committee’s handling of financial 
responsibilities. It is easier to sit back in arro- 
gant judgement of the Parade Committee 
than to take the civic action of working on the 
fundraising committee to help, generate 
funds. 

From this mini-controversy surrounding 
the REDS party benefit, the Parade Commit- 
tee has learned to be more conscientious to 
its ideals and hopefully has not fractured a 
relationship with the Sisters. There was a 
sign of relief when some of the Sisters 
attended the Parade Committee open house. 
The Committee has maintained its integrity 
at the loss of what may be a successful 
benefit for the Sisters and their co- 
producers. 

It is yet to be seen whether or not those 
who voted against the REDS party will rally 
to produce a benefit that could have positive 
potential as a money maker. And it is yet to 
be seen whether or not those who support 
accessible places will offer donations as a 
token of their recognition of the Parade 
Committee's efforts.

The Other Holocaust: Then 


Recently | sat in at several sessions of the 
San Francisco Mayor’s Commission on the 
Holocaust. | suppose it should not really 
have come as a surprise, but | am still 
somewhat in a state of shock from learning 
that almost all of the Commissioners con- 
sider the Holocaust to have been ‘‘a specifi- 
cally anti-Jewish event only.” The annihila- 
tion of six million Jewish people was most 
definitely a specific attack. But we must not 
ignore the other five million victims. (there 
were 11-million victims of the Nazi 
Holocaust, 6 million of them Jewish, and the 
remainder gays, gypsies, eastern Euro- 
peans, pacifists, communists, trade 
unionists, physically disabled, mental pa- 
tients and others). 

The first use of the horrendous term ‘‘final 
solution” was applied to gays by Reichs- 
fuhrer SS Heinrich Himmler, head of the 
Gestapo, who said: ‘“‘Two years ago when it 
became necessary, we did not scruple to 
strike this plague (homosexuality) with 
death, even within our own ranks.” Gays 
were used to test the waters of public reac- 
tion; when no one objected, the path was 
cleared for the horrors of the holocaust: at- 
tempted genocide of the Jewish people and 
culture, and all other peoples and cultures 
that didn’t fit in with Hitler's envisioned 
Aryan master race. 

Today, facing a resurgent fascism, we

must speak up against all oppression. In 
order to do so with an understanding of 
what’s coming down around us, it’s up to us 
to remember our martyred Gay brothers and 
sisters, since clearly no one will do it for us. 
And we have to remember that the rising at- 
tack on gays are linked to the rising tide of 
anti-semitism, misogyny and racism, and 
together, we must proclaim Never Again! 

Below is a list of fascist heterosexists, 
then and now. We're giving you a series of 
quotations, followed by a list of the people 
who said them. See if you can tell the dif- 
ference between the American New Right 
and Nazi Germany of the ’30s. 


1) Homosexuality is that mark of Cain, 
of a godless and soulless culture 
which is sick to the core. 

2) God Almighty does not hear the 
prayer of a Jew.

Ain't | a Woman? 
Black Women and Feminism 


by Rosario Morales 


Ain't | a Woman? Black Women and Femi- 
nism by Bell Hooks, South End Press, Bos- 
ton 1981. 


My! This is a hard book to review! You see, 
Bell Hook has written a book about a vastly 
important.and neglected subject and | drank 
it in, trying to fill the large gaps of my ignor- 
ance, but at the same time... 

Let me tell you first what she does do. Ain't 
| a Woman? deals with the history and polit- 
ics of Black women. Her chapters are titled 
“Sexism and the Black Female Slave Expe- 
rience,” “Continued Evaluation of Black 
Womanhood,” “The Imperialism of Patri- 
archy,” “Racism and Feminism: The Issues 
of Accountability,“ and “Black Women and 
Feminism.” She deals with Black women and 
the feminist movement, Black nationalism 
and Black women, white feminism in relation 
to Black women. How we need to feel that 
focus! Radical politics whether leftist, femi- 
nist or both talks around the Black woman 
and either avoids or ignores her. “Women” 
are imagined as white skinned, and if they 
are obviously dark on the outside they're 
talked about as if they were white on the 
inside—“just like me.“ Or else we talk about 
“Blacks” as if they were all men. How else 
can we make sense of the comparisons 
between “Blacks” and “Women”? 

Equally important is the fact that Bell 
Hooks uses a feminist as well as an anti- 
racist perspective. She gives a brief look at 
African male supremacy and considers how 
and when slaves picked up the sexist patt- 
erns of their masters. She tells about the 
slave woman's experience, taking into 
account the sexism of the slave system. 
When she moves into the present in discuss- 
ing Moynihan’s report with its “Accusation” 
of matriarchy in the Black family, she keeps 
that perspective. Unlike Angela Davis in 
Women, Race & Class she does not “defend” 
the Black family by giving evidence of its 
stability and conventionality. She considers 
what it means to regard “matriarchy” as an 
insult and an accusation. She points out the 
sexism required to see women's power in the 
family as demanding to all concerned. And 
how blame-the-victim, and racist, and sexist 
it is to attribute great power to one of the 
most powerless groups of women inthe U.S. 

But... You must have known a ‘but’ was 
coming. Lord! did | get angry reading the 
book. This subject is too important to me to 
accept the sweeping generalizations and the 
historical and political carelessness that | 
found. For one thing, she writes as if there 
are na-classes (except now and then) and if 
there are, they don't affect her subject much. 
You'd think all white women in slave times 
were slave owners, all feminists (both 19th 
and 20th century feminists) were uniformly 
middle class, that working class women

didn't do or say much of interest, especially 
of political interest, and that Black people 
since abolition have all stayed the same 
class. 

She writes as if Black and white were all 
there was in the political arena. Where are 
we, the rest of us, the Native Americans, the 
Asians, the Latinas? Where do we fit into the 
history of Black women? Where, when and 
how did we interact? 

She writes as if groups of people were poli- 
tically uniform. She ignores the difference 
between liberal slice-of-the-white-male-pie 
feminists and radical and socialist let’'s- 
make-a-revolution feminists. She writes as if 
white feminists, Black’ me, white women 
were political categories. 

What | found, especially as she 
approached my own time and experience, 
was that | became more and more untrusting 
about what | had read, had drunk in about 
earlier times. She lumps too many people 
and ideas in my time—how has she distorted 
the past? 

On top of that, she deals so badly with 
movements and activities that by the time I'd 
finished the book | had decided, rightly or 
wrongly, that she’d never been an activist 
and that her politics came out of books. 
That's because she has so little understand- 
ing about how political ideas and political 
people interact in real life. One small exam- 
ple: her criticism of the Combahee River Col- 
lective, a Black feminist group in Boston 
which she faults for separating themselves 
from the white feminist movement. Racism is 
not eliminated by separation, Hook says; 
abandoning the struggle with white femi- 
nists undercuts any possibility of anti-racist 
unity in the movement. No doubt. That’s why 
some of the most indefatigble Black voices in 
the mostly white movement have come from 
this collective! 

It’s too bad, really. | didso wanta book that 
did it all and did it well, that dealt with the 
Black woman in a real setting, ina world with 
sexism and racism and classes and homo- 
phobia and different political answers for all 
these problems contending with each other. 
Never mind. Ain't | a Woman? does a great 
deal. 

| did get both angry and disappointed ina 
lot of places while reading it. But | am grate- 

ful to Bell Hooks, as well as Angela Davis and 
women in But Some of Us are Brave(edited 
by Hull, Scott and Smith). It's hard work 
breaking new ground; it’s always imperfect 
work. Ain't | a Woman? is an enormous con- 
sciousness raiser despite its faults—it 
teaches, it fills enormous gaps. Read it. 
Learn that women come in colors and Black 
people come in two sexes. Put the Black 
woman back in our history and into your 
consciousness.

Cobalt by Nathan Aldyne; St. Martin's Press, 
New York; 1982 


The social kickoff for the Provincetown 
gay summer season, the Garden of Evil 
party, ends with a strikingly blue (colbalt)- 
eyed corpse on the beach. By the Fourth of 
July bash, amateur talent tableaux on Prosi- 
tiutes Through the Ages, three are dead. Cla- 
risse Lovelace and Daniel Valentine (the 
reluctant crimestoppers intsoduced in last 
year’s Vermilion) aren't getting much of their 
promised fun in the sun unraveling the 
tangled skein that ties the tragedies 
together. 

Cobalt lays out a challenging mystery that 
takes a zigzag path through a heady gay- 
concentrated atmosphere. The man with the 


cobalt eyes left a trail of hustling and drug 
deals, blackmail, treachery and death that 
leads to Clarisse’s relatives and Dan's tricks 
and threatens the whole vacation commun- 
ity. One of Aldyne’s prime talents, besides 
delineating the interworkings of lesbian and 
gay relationships, at work and at play, for 
good or ill, is the melding of gay and straight 
in Dan and Clarisse. Underneath the habitual. 
sardonic banter and Hollywood trivia trade- 
offs, they grant each other space (never dis- 
tance), respect and affection that makes 
sex-preference a negligible factor in friend- 
ship, and their friendship unique in literature 
of any genre. All this, and plot too! Aldyne’s 
created a colorful series for the addictable 
mystery fan. 


Southern Discomfort

Southern Discomfort is a farrago of class 
unconsciousness in (a) Montgomery, Ala- 
bama two generations gone. If it ever 
existed. If anybody would give a wilted mag- 
nolia blossom for traces of the “original” 
Blue Rhonda or Hortense Banastre or Her- 
cules Jinks ot the Rev. Linton Ray, when Rita 
Mae Brown's creations are so satisfactorily 
contrived. Told from an herstorical (but not 
lesbian—Brown fans take note!) perspective, 
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it is a tale yeasty enough to make the post- 
bellum South raise its ante. It is twenty years 


.of color smooshed on the insides of closet 


doors—blueblood, corrupt and genteel with 
an infusion of black bourgeoisie and genius, 
leavened by the fiesty red-light ladies into 
one gritty cake-taker of a book. 

Rita Mae Brown has perfected (if not 
invented: reread Rubyfruit Jungle, if you've 
forgotten) campilogue. Campilogue—a ver- 
bal form of one-upspersonship between 
friends, without regard for race, status, jim- 
iny cricket or jesus—crackles through 
Southern Comfort like sheet lightning 
through a bone dry summer storm. With 
such language it is possible to redefine. 
cliches and static attitudes and build new 
contexts to contain them. Within such con- 
texts it is preferable to believe equally in 
whores and Hobbits, grand passions and 
small steps on the moon without resorting to: 
television and fantasy. Thank youkindly, Ms. : 
Brown, Ma’am.

Recently | stayed up past my bedtime and 
caught her Thursday night show at Fanny's. 
Every week Roberts hosts a Comedy Show- 
case which features another comic, plus 
more than an hour of Robert's material. 
Although there are bits of her show which 
could be edited out completely, much of the 
material is very, very funny. 

| found myself laughing more often than 
not. A great routine is “Rent a Lover”: your 
lover comes complete with scrapbook and 
calls you at work several times a day! Roberts 
also does a wonderful impression of Joan 
Baez working asa telephone operator. She is 
in the process of writing a musical based on 
life at the Rainbow Grocery. Included here is 
a clever tune entitled “There is Nothing Like 
a Steak.” 

Of course you've heard of her Foodsexual 
piece, a filling parody of sexuality. Accord- 
ing to Roberts, you are a foodsexual if when 
traveling by plane you not only eat the food, 
but enjoy it! In true-confession tones she 
ruefully admits being thrown out of the 
Brownies for trying to eat one! 

Carol Roberts is a funny woman and a 
clever writer. She delivers her material ina 
quiet, laid-back manner, which sometimes 
works against her, making it more difficult to 
build the momentum so important in 
comedic delivery. At times she comes off as 
shy and uncertain, but certainly experience 
will help eradicate this problem. 

Remember that comedians rely on 
audience presence to help fashion and 
develop their material, so here’s a golden 
opportunity to add your'two cents worth. Go 

on down to Fanny's on Thursday nights and 
give the girl a hand. There's a small door 
charge the goes directly to the performers.

Council on Entertainment. ..a place offering 
drink service at tables and presenting a 
cycling variety of musical entertainment. 

Since the 32 years when Jack Essex oper- 
ated the very successful Chez Jacques, sev- 
eral other cabarets have come and gone—it's 
a risky business, and not many are prepared 
to try it, so good stages for our many out- 
standing local talents to perform are scarce, 
and they don't have the space or offer the 
entertainment variety that once made Chez 
Jacques so special. 

Since the place closed its doors, Jack 
Essex has, with mixed success, produced 
shows at the Japan Center, Masonic Audito- 
rium and the Alcazar Theatre. Not having 
heard from him lately, | caught up with Jack 
this week to ask what was in the works. 

“I'm ready to do it again,” he announced. 
“It's time for a new cabaret, and | have just 
the place...but I'm also having problems.” 
Essex was all set to open his new club, The 
Harlequin, at 1570 California near Polk, 
when he discovered a license wasn't availa- 
ble to him because of a moratorium on new 
businesses in that area. 

“It was established at the request of area 
businesses,” Jack explained, “but excep- 
tions can and have been made, also at their 
request. The merchants want me there, 
because | can bring good business in the 
form of a great many people who don't just 
come in for a show: they shop and eat. But 
dealing with the bureaucracy takes time; 
there has been some frustrating delays. | was 
shooting for March; now I'm hoping for 
April.” 

Meanwhile, Essex stays busy. He's launch- 
ing a new show: Piaf...her songs...her 
story, featuring Raquel Britton and co- 
starring Lynn Brown (who recently left 
Beach Blanket Babylon after having been 
with the show since its inception six years 
ago). Piaf is being produced by Gene Price, 
with Scott Singer as musical director. It was 
intended to be the opening show of the new 
Harlequin Club, but has now been slated to 
preview at the “1177" Club on California 
Street in Grammercy Towers, on March 21, 
22, and 23. It’s uncertain at this writing 
whether the show will then continue in April 
at “1177" or will be able to move to the 
Harlequin. 

“| have my hands full,” Jack admits. 
“Teaching every day (French, at City Col- 
lege), getting the show ready, trying to get 
the Harlequin open, and finding time to get 
around and hear some of the great new tal- 
ents | expect to be presenting soon.” 

Best of luck, Jack. A new cabaret in San 
Francisco would be very welcome. ..and no 
one’s ever run one better!

What Music is This?

The Choral Majority is a new group of les- 
bian and gay singers that crusade and carol 
against the new right, reaganomics, and all 
things homophobic and politically incorrect. 
They have blown audiences away with their 
parodies of protestant hymns and other reli- 
gious music. From their Christmas reper- 
toire we have We Three Queers, Old Closet 
Door, and Dyke the Halls. Other musical 
extravaganzas include God of our Fathers, 
Who Knows All the Dish, and the profane Ask 
the Savior to Date You. 

Thier music is sort of like Joplin’s “Lord 
won't you buy me a night on the town...a 
Mercedes Benz," etc...except the Choral 
Majority is very stylistic, using the old fashi- 
oned four-part harmonies we used to hear 
church choirs sing. That is, if we remember 
being in church at all. | might not bea retired 
Catholic if the Masses had the Choral Major- 
ity wailing away in the rafters. 

One of the hymns | really love and would 
consider genuflecting to concerns turkey- 
baster babies, appropriately entitled What 
Child is This? “This is a basted child, who 
knows what turkey may be her dad." 

Here’s one you'll love, called /mmoral Des- 
picable: “Church says we're sinful and 
wrong in our ways/well, we say that’s bull- 
shit, we're proud to be gay." | also relish the 
line, “We're wicked, we're sinful, we're vile as 
can be/to love in a manner not seen on TV." 
This is not to mention, “Oh lamb of God, | 
come!” 

They even have a hymn for the Castro 
Clone, called In The Garden: “This butch 
drag’s a pose, I’m quite fem alone at home.” 

This choral quartet consists of Leslie 
Hassberg, Ruth Schoenback, Larry Wisch 
and Tim Curbo. They sing, dance, camp,

preach and tell wicked jokes. Leslie arranges 
and directs and Larry writes most of their 
lyrics. That have done a lot of work rewriting 
so many of the standard hymns and many 
not so standard, Like Amazing Gays. Their 
intonation is perfect and their balance is 
right on. 

They are more than a funny group of min- 
strels. In the early centuries the wandering 
minstrel was a singing journalist, going from 
town to town delivering the news. Now, with 
commercialism in music, all we really get to 
comment on the times is “Baby, baby, give it 
to me.” So | highly recommend hearing the 
Choral Majority for a lively commentary on 
the times we live in—not only funny, but also 
provocative.

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Sisters: A Work Film

Relationships are always a topical item, and 
lately we’ve seen a number of same-sex rela- 
tionships portrayed’in film. The most recent 
of these efforts if Sisters, a film by Marga- 
rethe von Trotta. Here the relationship of two 
sisters exposes the futility of a love based on 
mutual dependance. 

Von Trotta exaggerates her characters to 
an almost ridiculous point. For example, 
Maria (Jutta Lampe) fits to a tee the stereo- 
typical career woman circa 1950 who runs 
the office with freezing efficiency. Deter- 
mined to be successful, she blocks out all 
personal feeling as she makes coffee, works 
hours of overtime, and types term papers for 
the boss’ son. What dedication, what sacri- 
fice, but in her eyes an executive secretary 
can do no less. 

This spirit of martyrdom carries over into 
her relationship with her sister. Maria 
endures the long hours and terrible head- 
aches so she can support her dreamy-eyed 
moody sister Anna (Gudrun Gabriel). Anna, 
a student, totally depends on Maria for eco- 
nomic and emotional support. We watch her 
dependence grow to grotesque proportions, 
and she becomes a ravenous parasite crav- 
ing attention. Her world is shattered when 
Maria falls in love with another. Feeling 
betrayed, Anna retailiates with suicide. To 
Maria she writes, “You alone are the target of 
my death." 


Overcome by guilt, Maria drops her lover 
and takes in a surrogate sister, Miriam. 
Miriam is certainly no Anna. Immediately she 
begins to paint the apartment red, and fixes 
Christmas lights to her bed. Stubbornly, 
Maria tries to make her over. But Miriam is 
Own own woman, and when Maria becomes 
too overbearing, Miriam leaves. In the end 
Maria is left alone to consider who she is and 
what she might become. 

Sisters is what | call a work film. This 
tangled mass of love, responsibility, sacrifi- 
ces and guilt takes some time and effort to 
sift through. Von Trotta gives us much to 
mull over. She presents her material in such 
a way that encourages us to think about, 
rather than feel for her characters. This is 
very different from her approach in The 
Second Awakening of Christa Klages. In 
Klages we worried about, hoped for and 
celebrated with the women. The exagger- 
ated characters in Sisters keep us unin- 
volved and analytical. 

| like the work of Von Trotta. She's very 
detailed in her direction. The settings for the 
variouS scenes say as much as the 
characters—the sterile office, the well- 
ordered home, a caged reptile—all of these 
visual elements offer information. 

Again, Sisters is a quiet film, something to 
think about, not the film to see if you're ina 
musical comedy mood 


David

Acharacter in Peter Lilienthal’s David says 
“ther's nothing people get used to faster than 
seeing others suffer,” a pronouncement 
borne out by the atmosphere of this German- 
made holo-caustic film. As a film “message”, 
it is presented with uncompromising sim- 
plicity that must be accepted. The question 
is not why it took almost 40 years to be 
expressed, but why three years passed 
between its Golden Bear Award at the presti- 
gious Berlin International Film Festival and 
its appearance in this country. 

David Singer's growing pains parallel the 
adolescence of Nazism (1933-1939) in rural 
Leignitz and Berlin: story and camera focus 
head-on to David and his world stays on the 
periphery, expanding and disintegrating 
with the accelerating anti-semitism. The 
barren subjectivity forces a suspension of 
judgement—we can be concerned with what 
is happening to the boy David (Torsten Hor- 
ties) and the young man David (Mario 
Fischel), but not with David himself. We are 
shown the swastika tattooed on Rabbi Sin- 
ger's shaved head, but not the brutalization 
that accompanied it. Even David's father, in 
stoicism, love, pride and sheer disbelief, can- 
not communicate what he himself cannot 
comprehend. thus do the many people 
around David react; they hetp, betray. cher- 


ish, flee, go indifferently about their busi- 
ness, concentrated on their own narrowing 
frame of survival. Thus does David survive, 


and the message becomes a vital one, con- 
sidering its source in present-day West Ger- 
many and the flourishing of old: forms of 
oppression there and elsewhere—that the 
Never Again slogan cannot stand blind to the 
power of learned indifference 


Circle of Deceit

Circle of Deceit, a Franco-German produc- 
tion directed by Valker Schlondorff, carries 
stunning visual conviction. It was filmed 
(literally: shot) on location in 1980 Beirut, 
restricted only from “regions of the city 
where active fighting was in progress” with 
extras who, in some cases, provided their 
Own props in live ammunition. 

The circle curves around veteran journal- 
ist Georg Laschen (Bruno Ganz), sophisti- 
cated cynic in the best foreign correspon- 
dent traditions of the Western press, on 
assignment to ‘cover’ the viciously juvenile 
realities of this internecine Arab/Christian 
confrontation that fits no observer's precon- 
ceptions of war or news coverage outside the 
staged terrorism fictionally predicted in the 
movie Network. Georg follows what he 


thinks is a Straight line: a love affair with the 


Arab-widowed expatriate, Arainne (Hanna 
Schygulla) that is confessed away in love 
letters to his wife (Gila von Weitershausen) 
that are never mailed; a simple news story 
that contradicts itself, as well as everything 
Georg believes in. The circle of deceit 
weaves through sniper skirmishes, massa- 
cres, political rationale and hypocrisy until it 
closes on the meaningless, hysterical death 
that arrives in his own hands and the recog- 
nition of betrayed passion. Georg is 
deceived by his own commitments, personal 
and professional, prey to the myths of objec- 
tive journalism and the “Orient” that is a fig- 
ment of the Western imagination 

The dual nationality of the production has 
a subtle, telling effect—a Gallic neo- 
romantic view that casts intrique over a mor- 
bidly detailed and panoramic Prussian 
reality. It's a breath-catcher

Toujours/Jamais Gai

Down and out expatriates in Paris, 1934— 
one “aging queen with a head cold” expelled 
from his cabaret career and one “second- 
rate soprano” on her uppers, brought 
together by a kidnapped cockroach. Voila! 
Instant glamor. 

Courtesy of United Artists, from the spa- 
cious sound stages of Pinewood Studios 
(England's last solvent refuge?) comes 
Blake (Pink Panther’s, 10, S.O.B.) Edward's 
latest laugh on the moviegoing public in the 
glossiest state-of-the-art period cinemato- 
graphy. There is Mancini period music, 
Patricia Norris period dress, Paddy Stone 
period choreography and contemporary dia- 
log that puts period to any resemblance to 
the 1933 German Viktor und Viktoria from 
whence it sprang. 

Robert Preston is Toddy, the raddled, 
high-tempered, kindly, pathetic, courageous 
homosex-you-elle (prime elocution 
throughout), who sets Julie Andrews, that 
buoyant, boyish bundle of Emily/Eliza/Ma- 
ry/Millie, on the road to cross-dressing star- 
dom. Preston's ordinary speaking voice still 
has the resonance to demolish a WPA post 
office after Andrews’ high Chas shattered its 
windows. James Garner is a good pseudo- 
mobster who gets to reassess his manhood 
when he falls for “Victor,” Alex Karras is 
startlingly all-pro actor as Garner's body- 
guard, Graham Stark is catastrophically 
funny as the Waiter, and Lesley Ann Warren 
is the brassiest, brashest blonde moll any 
Hollywood hood ever had. Victor/Victoria is 
the easiest couple of hours entertainment to 
come by in a long time—unto the whole- 
(some) family. Take a load off your popcorn, 
sit back and enjoy. 

Now. (If you were expecting a ‘but,” forget 
it—we're not changing films, just shifting 
audience perspective.) If you're gay, you will 
find it necessary to suspend both disbelief 
and judgement in order to minimize the invo- 
luntary squirms and maximize the chuckles. 
For Victor/Victoria, Vito Russo's thesis in his 
Celluloid Closet (“There never have been 
lesbians or gay men in Hollywood films. Only 
homosexuals.”) still holds, despite the 
recent near ms. of Personal Best. In its first 
and final analysis, V/V has no gay in it at all, 
though the word is a flaunted anachronism 
from the opening number throughout. The 
gimmick is that of a heterosexual woman 
playing female impersonator for the amuse- 
ment of mainly heterosexual nightlifers until 
she attracts a heterosexual male and every- 
body gets their identities straight. Both 
comedy and crisis derive from the fact that 
they are not gay. 

There isn't much homosexuality, same- 
sex embraces and all, either. It is plain and 
simply about a cultural phenomenon West- 
ern audiences of all gender preferences and 
persuasions have been using and abusing 
for ages; a traditional amusement: transvest- 
ism. AS common among wholly het males as 
among preoperative transsexuals; a 
dressing-up phase; a unisex style; a political 
act. The obvious current comparison is toLa 
Cage aux Folles, but there the transvestism 
is not misrepresented: the sit-com setting is 
pure French bourgeosie, straight and gay. In 
V/V there is a standout performance in the 
smashing quality camp of Lesley Ann 
Warren's Norma—now there's a character 
guaranteed to pack them in at the drag 
shows. But Norma is further away than Vic- 
toria, being neither gay nor part of the gay 
scene. 

There are homosexual undercurrents that 
may, indeed should, disturb the shiny sur- 
face of Victor/Victoria. The homosexual- 
frequented club (the separate but unequal 
one, not the showcase for Victoria's fame 
and fortune) is twice demolished in brawls 
and its patrons hauled off by the flics; Toddy 
is victimized by a vicious trick; the chorus 
boys are wistfully bitchy, their bosses 
unsympathetic. It all wobbles just a shade 
this side of tawdry and sad 

Victor/Victoria is going to do very well at 
the box office, and this is a little scary, not 
just for its dismissal of a valid lifestyle. Cer- 
tain kinds of films were being made in the 
thirties as Hollywood went all out to dispel 
the general gloom permeating a society sunk

Infatuation: Rock, roll, ’ reggae!

Miki Wagner has released /nfatuation, an 
independent album on Wet Wing Records. 
This is an album of all women musicians. 


It’s rock! It’s roll! It’s good! 

What | like about this album is that it's 
sparse and real. We don’t hear seven syn- 
thesizer lines, a 40 piece orchestra, and 25 
back-up vocalists. There's a refreshing lack 
of gimmicks in the lead vocals—no “reverb” 
or echo used to the point commercial 
records do. After all, most singers wouldn't 
be where they are today if it wasn’t for the 
mic’s they use and the digita delay systems 
that fatten up their voices. 

Miki Wagner has a few reggae feels in her 
songs that | find particularly appealing. The 
cut ‘Freedom Streets” has a reggae sound 
and the political commentary reggae ad- 
dresses: “I! see a street where everybody 
meets ‘‘Freedom Street.” 

Some of the tunes feel like the ‘50s, 
especially “Girlfriend.” It rings out “Hey, | 
want to be your girlfriend, and I’m the girl for 
you." Good back-up vocals here and some 
interesting lyrics, ‘You've got a face like a 
well bred cat/you've got style, you've got 
grace/a real high class act.” 

Probably the nicest cut on the album is 
“Western Dreams.” This song has a Latin 
feel, with a flute solo, congas and is more 
interesting chord-wise, with a heavy bass 
line from Robin Young. Over all, my feeling 
is that the album's mix is slightly top heavy, 
but on this song the mix sounds strong. The 
drums have been nicely recorded and well 
played by Anne Pope. 

All in all, /nfatuation is a good sound. You 
can catch Miki Wagner, and her group The 
Furies, at Amelia's, April 20th. Details: 552- 
7788.

Theatre Rhinoceros has grown another 
horn while we were being diverted by their 
upstairs productions (like the sensational 
Noel Coward revival, Design For Living, 
opening April 8th)—all this time, little work- 
people have been tunneling underneath, 
preparing STUDIO Rhinoceros, a remarka-

bly soundproofed, autonymous alternate 
stage for a 50-seater house downstairs. A 
pair of hot plays are going on now, held over 
through April 10th. 

Dressing, Undressing and Talking on the 
Phone is John Berryhill’s serio-comic study 
of trolling with intent to trick; voices and

bodies displayed and disguised: The title IS 
the action of the play—and every actor's 
nightmare: the ultimate in awkward expo- 
sure wherein one-sided conversations fig- 
leaf what nudity doth make vulnerable. The 
result finds a sextet-a-tete of New York sin- 
gles trying to make meaningful music 
together: the cross-cruising roommates 
Richard (Tony Alfano) and John (Philippe 
Roy) fielding Sonny (Richard Newirth) and 
Chris (Timo Butters) while their friend Diane 
(Kathy Voight) comes to crisis in her own 
uncoverings with Sammy (Roger Scruggs). 
The piece is a pleasure to watch in its casual 
physical intimacies and, as a woman in the 
audience remarked: I’ve been to talkier plays 
that haven't said half as much. 

Delivery is C.D. Arnold’s mordant fantasy, 
another of the concentrated one-acts (Dino- 
saurs, Night at the Blue Moon, Blonde in 
20B) he is so adept at, as underrated as the 
solid short-story writer against the formula 
nove:st. This time, Arnold opens Pan's box 
and dream idols materialize. The fantasy is 
conceived, gestated and self-delivered by 
Frankie (Timo Butters) to the dismay of 
Frankie's stuffy ex, Billy (Roger Scruggs) 
who intrudes with a persistant rality that 
fades in the face of the phantom leatherman 
(John Ponyman) and seductive, petulant 
spectre of MM (Sandahl Hebert as The 
Lady). At the core of this piece lies aconcern 
with the function and power of the homosex- 
ual imagination, the fantasy that can deliver 
its maker into freedom or slavery. The 
images of Delivery will haunt. 

Director Charles Solomon brings the old 
Gay Theatre Collective flair to Studio Rhino 
in easy-moving performances in a limited 
space designed by John Wullbrandt for max- 
imum action and Lourdan Taylor's quick- 
change costuming. Thursday-Saturday 
evenings through April 10th at 2926-16th St.;

Fillmore’s 


Cafe, Cabaret & Underground Phenomenon

There's a new cafe flourishing in the 
Fillmore called Fillmore’s. It's perfectly 
located at Haight and Fillmore, surrounded 
by businesses new and old that seem to be 
doing just as well, giving life to the commu- 
nity, rather than outpricing it. The place 
itself is cheerful and well lit, fitted out with 
a small bandstand and a charming little 
garden in the rear. It opens at noon daily 
and closes around midnight on weekdays, 
and somewhat later on the weekends. The 
entertainment begins between 7:00 and 
8:30 p.m. 

The entertainment is certainly various and 
includes principally jazz, pop, and comedy 
For instance, a recent month on Tuesdays, 
Forever Ambi, starring the torch singer Ambi 
Sextrous appeared, as well as Swingshift, a 
lesbian jazz group, and Vic Turner's Jazz 
Trio. The door charges (usually $1.00 or 
$2.00) are turned over to the artists. There is 
a broad selection of wines and beer on the 
bar, as well as many kinds of coffee and tea. 

Plans are in the works to expand the 
capacity, but for the moment the owners 
seem most interested in becoming a part of 
the community. Many people, including 
Michael Hall, one of the four members of 
the partnership that owns Fillmore's, 
remember unlucky Henrietta’s, who got her 
windows broken when she traded on the 
same spot. Michael suggests that the prob- 
lem was that the place was not really open 
to the neighborhood, like the defunct 
restaurant, Daddy's. Henrietta’s was a bar 
that was all too strictly gay,-with a distinct 
air of being for white men only, and a con- 


flict was inevitable. 

It’s certainly not the new plexiglass win- 
dows that give Fillmore's its air of security, 
but rather its community feel—as | looked 
around the place | saw many kinds of ped- 
ple making up the clientele. 

Many of the performers come into Fill- 
more's directly off the street looking for 
work as a testament both to the rarity of 
reasonably priced live entertainment and 
the friendly ambience of this cafe. Of 
course, it’s usually promoters and agents 
who do most of the booking, but the idea 
that it is still possible to find work as a per- 
forming artist without having to unravel red 
tape is attractive indeed. 

Michael Hall describes the clientele that 
comes to see and hear the entertainers as 
black and white, lesbian and gay, but in- 
sists that the place is still more mixed 
because this is really a place for the people 
of the neighborhood, no matter what their 
sexual orientation. It is surely a place 
where people mix freely and enjoy them- 
selves. Indeed, there has been no friction 
with the community, but rather a gradual 
settling in. 

The Coming Up! centerfold calendar car- 
ries many of the events taking place at 
Fillmore’s each month, but check the place 
Out in the daytime, pick up a complete pro- 
gram, too rich for us to list in its entirety, 
and watch the street life of this lively cor- 
ner. The cafe /ate is really Very good, and so 
are the pastries. And if you do that, I’m sure 
you'll go back to be entertained. 


Les Nickelettes: 
Ten Years and Still Camping Out 


Les Nickelettes are going to be ten years 
old this year! A San Francisco-based all 
women’s theatre company...that label can 
be misconstrued as a very dull, politically 
correct and didactic organization. But this is 
one company that doesn't fulfill anybody's 
muddy stereotypes. For one thing, the Nick- 
elettes are self-proclaimed virgins. They are 
virgins in spirit, and haven't lost their dreams 
or been driven cynical by the harsh, cruel 
world of show business. But, it’s also just fun 
to stamp onto their envelopes “Les Nick- 
elettes are Virgins” and let everybody try to 
figure it out. 

Who are the Nicks? These women are 
sugar and spice and champagne on ice with 
a touch of Leslie Gore in purple. Contempor- 
ary musical comedy is their game, and they 
do play a mean game. 

Although considered somewhat frivolous 
and not “serious” theatre by the “serious 
theatre critics”, the themes of their produc- 
tions definitely have a feminist perspective. 
When Les Nicklettes was founded ten years 
ago, it was basically a group of actresses 
who were tired of the stock roles available in 
conventional theatre and united in a com- 
mon cause: to create their own roles in origi- 
nal works without having to. sacrifice 
principles. But who's to say principles have 
to stand in the way of having a good time? 
Denise Larson, founding member of Les 
Nickelettes and still alive io ‘e!l of it is artistic 
director and a performer intr. z-oup. Asshe 
puts it, “Hey, if you don’t have any fun, what's 
the point?” 

Their work is broad comedy (in every 
sense of the word), larger than life, and has 
enough double-entendres and satiric com- 
mentary to redden manya sexist’s face. Pure 
entertainment with a covert message, the 
company doesn’t knock anybody over the

head to make a point. 

Originally a modest enterprise, the Nick- 
elettes began doing skits and parodies of 
popular songs.

In other 
words, knock their socks off and come back 
to the city in a fevered state to produce more 
irreverent stuff with a good credit behind
